Mayas' Interut in Gold 


Revealed by Earthquake 


It was once believed that the 


Mayas alone were among the an- 
cient races that did not know the 
value of gold. Very little gold was 
found in their great ruined temples 
that vie for sun with the chicle trees 
in the Yucatan and Central Amer- 
ican jungles, and although nuggets 
have been found lying near the sites 
of the southern Maya cities, the 
working of gold into jewelry and 
religious objects had not been con- 
sidered a part of their culture. 


When an earthquake broke open 


a temple at Copan, Honduras, and 
disclosed tombs filled with gold orna- 
ments, the Central Americans were 
placed in the same category with 
the Aztecs, Toltecs, and Peruvians 
of the Inca empire for appreciation 
of the yellow metal. 


In Old World annals, the story 


of man's quest for gold has been 
traced back to at least 2900 B. C. in 
Egypt, when under the first dynasty 
there occurred the first recorded 
washing of gold. It was not long be- 
fore man wms aware that gold is to 
be found in practically all rocks— 
and m the sea water as well. 
I 


It is fairly definite that the Mayas 


were in touch, commercially, with 
people of a somewhat similar cul- 
ture inCosta Rica, whomade the deli- 
cately carved gold frogs and butter- 
fliesthat are inaNewYorkcollection. 


j Little by little, notes a correspond- 


ent in the Detroit News, the theory 
is beiag established that the pre- 
Columbian peoples of Central and 
South America carried on a flourish- 
ing international trade, not unlike 
that of later times, and it seems 
probable that the gold found in the 
Maya country was an import from 
other shores.

Johann Hevelius constructed the 


first periscope in 1637, his object be- 
ing to provide armies with an in- 
strument by means of -which they 
could observe the enemy from cov- 
er, as, for instance, from a trench. 
He called it a "polemoscope" and 
it consisted of a field glass equipped 
vith two plain mirrors inclined at 
an angle of 4S degrees. During the 
World war it was called a "trencb- 
mirror."

covered tlie floor of the cathedral's • 
vast nave with straw, prior to quar- ' 
tcrlns soldiers there. Attcr the Ger- 
mans withdrew from the town, the 
French converted the church into a 
hospital tor French and German 
wounded. Nevertheless the Germans 
used the high towers as targets, 
claiming they sheltered military ob- , 
servation posts. Fire completely do- , 
stroyed the roof, descended wooden I 
scaffolding on a tower to the nave, I 
set the straw on fire, and practically 
gutted the building. 


Bombed and Shelled. 


"From time to lime, for the re- 


mainder of the war, airplane bombs ' 
and shells from long-range guns 
struck the cathedral. Buttresses 
and chapels were damaged. Only 
the massive strength of the thick 
walls saved the interior from utter 
destruction. Strangely the equestri- 
enne statue of Joan ot Arc, close 
by. remained uninjured in the midst 
of falling shells, nnd many consid- 
ered this a good omen. 


"Shells that broke pinnacles and 


disfigured statues also shattered 
priceless Thirteenth-century stained- 
glass windows. Drawings of these 
windows fortunately had been pre- 
served, and some of the windows 
have been reconstructed in their 
original forms. Others have been 
fitted with temporary colorless glass 
awaiting replacement by the stained 
glass of future artists. 


"An entire new roof has been con- 


structed. 
Walls, pinnacles, and 


buttresses have been skilfully mend- 
ed. 
Tapestries and works of art 


carried off to safety during the war 
have been returned to their places. 
Several statues purposely have been 
left mutilated ai reminders of the 
bombardment.

"From 1180 until 1824, Reims was | 


the 
favorite coronation place ot i 


French kings. Most notable crown- I 
ing was that of Charles VII in 1420. : 
attended by Joan ot Arc. Westmin- j 
stcr abbey, England's great corona- 
tion, church, was largely patterned ' 
after this cathedral. 


Deemed a Masterpiece. 


"Reims is considered a master- 


piece of Gothic architecture. Built 
on the site of a previous church, it , 
was completed in the Thirteenth 
< 


century, with the exception of its j 
twin-lowered western, facade, fin- ! 
ishcd about 100 years later. This I 
facade is noted lor its wealth ot 
sculpture. Above the three deeply- ' 
recessed portals are more than 500 
statues, ranged row upon row. 
These served as 'picture-books' for 
teaching Biblical history to medi- 
eval worshipers who could neither 


1 read nor write. 


"The pointed central portal leads 


the eye to the magnificent rose win- 
dow above it, nearly 40 iect in di- 
ameter. Still higher one sees a row 


! of statues of French kings, each 
1 nearly ten feet tall. From them, the 


eye travels up to the two flat-topped 
square towers. These were origi- 


| nally surmounted by spires but, de- 


stroyed by fire in 1481, they were 
never replaced. 


"The towers overlook the town of 


Reims, about 100 miles northeast 
of Paris in the champagne district. 


, From surrounding vine - clad hills 
' comes wine to be stored in the 


city's miles of wine cellars. During 
the war, when continual heavy bom- 
bardment practically wiped cut the 
city, forcing 100,000 citizens to leave, 
17,000 remained and used these wine 
cellars as dormitories, courts, of- 
fices, and even schools which gave 
examinations and prizes. Today, re- 
built Reims is almost back to pre- 
war population and is again busy 
making champagne."

Washington.—Tin American pris- 


on population hai reached tht itaf* 
gering total of 144,190. the census 
bureau announced. 


These prisoners, 3,731 of whom 


were sentenced for murder, are con- 
fined to 117 pri*on», 99 of which are 
operated by states and th« others 
by the federal government 


Of the total number, 4,902 are 


women. They constitute 4.J per cent 
of those committed. Nearly 9 per 
cent of the women were sent up for 
murder, but more than half of them 
are serving sentences for commer- 
cialized vice and other sex offenses. 


Curing the past year there were 


67,150 prisoners admitted, including 
3,416 women. In the tame period 
67.000 prisoners were released, in- 
cluding 3,312 women. 


The bureau said: 
"It is apparent that there are few 


successful 
escapes 
from prison 


these days. The federal institutions 
reported 31 escapes and 32 men re- 
turned from escapes, one from a 
previous year. During 1936, the state 
institutions reported 1,263 escapes 
and 1,120 escapes returned." 


The bureau found that federal 


prisoners averaged older than those 
in slate prisons. 


"The medium age of federal pris- 


oners was found to be 32.4 years, 
while that of state prisoners was 
27.1 years, or over flve years' dif- 
ference," it said. 
"This is prob- 


ably to be expected, as it is state 
reformatories that receive those 
prisoners under eighteen. 


"Over 2,300 prisoners were re- 


ceived who were under eighteen 
years of age." 


There were 149 executions of pris- 


oners last year while 1,034 died in 
prison. Terms of 24,041 expired, 
while 31,131 were paroled, 915 re- 
csived pardons and the remainder 
were released conditionally. 


More prisoners are serving time 


for burglary than any other offense, 
the bureau said.

Test Shows Dual Tim 


Best for Marsh Ground 


Madison, V/is.—Farm 
tractors, 


like most people, find advantage in 
being rubber shod when traveling 
over marsh ground. 


Tests conducted on the University 


of Wisconsin marsh at Madison by 
F. VI. Duflee, agricultural engineer, 
revealed that a farm tractor slipped 
less, picked up less dirt, and sunk 
into the marshy ground less when 
equipped with dual rubber wheels 
than when steel wheels were used. 


Single rubber wheels were not 


found 
satisfactory, however, as 


there was excessive slipping in the 
rear wheels and they sank into the 
loose soil about the full diameter of 
thr tire. The performance of the 
dual (ire equipment Duffee found 
very satisfactory in every respect, 
as the tractor steered much easier 
when equipped with rubber in front 
than when fitted with wide steel 
wheels, and the dual tires in the 
rear kept the tractor on the surface 
fully as well jss did the wide steel 
wheels and with very little slippage.
